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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that there is 
no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying 
the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found 
either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 
1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the knowledge is 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art for the combination of Denecheau and AAPA and the motivation is found in Nessett 
on column 1 . lines 37-39 for the combination of all three references. 

Regarding the argument that about the reference Denecheau, applicant argues that the reference is unsuitable for its intended purpose 
once combined with AAPA and Nessett, which teach away from the art. The examiner respectfully disagrees; the rejection involves 
certain portions of Denecheau and not the reference as a whole, thus allowing for a combination of the references. 

In response to applicant's argument that Nessett's intermediate device, which applies compress and/or encripytion, does not teach a 
compute plane, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed 
invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of 
performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. 

tn response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); 
In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). The applicant argues that many limitations from the independent 
claims are not taught; it is the combination of all three pieces of art that covers the limitations.. 
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
